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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to an Election filed on 4/4/2005. 
Currently, claims 1-11 are pending. Claims 1-4 and 11 have been withdrawn 
from further consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 5-10 in the reply filed on 4/4/2005 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1-4 and 1 1 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected device, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/4/2005. 
Claim 1 1 is a device claim and is view by the examiner as such. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dimitrakopoulos et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,335, 539 dated 1/1/2002). 

Dimitrakopoulos shows the method as claim in Fig. 3 as corresponding text as: 
providing a gate busline (14) on a substrate (10) (col. 6, lines 33-41); providing, on the 
surface of the substrate on the gate busline side, an insulation layer (12) capable of 
receiving a fluid electrode material (col. 6, lines 33-41 ); supplying the fluid electrode 
material (20) (col. 5, lines 39-47) to the insulation layer, the fluid electrode material 
being allowed to permeate the insulation layer (col. 6, lines 33-41 ); forming a gate 
electrode (20) from the permeated fluid electrode material to be in contact with the gate 
busline (col. 6, lines 33-41); forming a gate insulating layer (12) on the gat electrode 
(Fig. 3) (col. 6, lines 33-41); and forming a semiconductor layer (14) on the gate 
insulating layer (Fig. 3) (col. 6, lines 42-48) (claim 5). Dimitrakopoulos teaches that the 
substrate is comprised of a resin (polyethylene) (col. 4, lines 38-49) (claim 6). 
Dimitrakopoulos teaches that the fluid electrode material is a solution of an electrically 
conductive polymer or a dispersion of an electrically conductive polymer (col. 5, lines 
39-47) (claim 7). Dimitrakopoulos teaches that the semiconductor layer is comprised of 
an organic semiconductor material (col. 5, lines 39-47) (claim 8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art, either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, 
the limitations of: 

...supplying a resin solution so that the resin is allowed to permeate portions 
other than portions of the insulation layer where the gate electrode is to be formed, as 
required by claim 9, as it depends from claim 5; and 

...the semiconductor layer is formed as a continuous layer over the entire surface 
on which the semiconductor layer is to be formed, as required by claim 10, as it 
depends from claim 5.
